HE day before his tragic 
suicide, Robin Williams 
became extremely 
agitated over his expensive 
wristwatch collection. After 
stashing several of his most 
prized timepieces in a sock, he stole out 
of the Tiburon, Calif, home he shared 
with his wife, Susan — and left them at a 
nearby friend’s house for safekeeping. 

While Robin’s obsession with 
his watches was viewed as bizarre 
behavior at the time and indicative of an 


increasingly debilitating paranoia that 
was tormenting the star, Robin’s watch 
collection has oddly resurfaced — at the 
center of a massive legal battle between 
Susan and his three children. 

KEEPSAKES AND EMOTIONS 

In a recent court filing, Susan charges 
that her late husband’s children, Zachary, 

3 1 , Zelda, 25, and Cody, 23, “unilaterally 
removed” Robin’s things from his and 
Susan’s home in Tiburon, Calif, only days 
after the actor was found dead on Aug. 1 1 . 


At issue were the watches — plus several 
other memorabilia collections — that 
Susan believed had been intended for her. 

Angered and, as they put it, 
“heartbroken,” the children filed a 
countersuit, maintaining that they have 
not removed anything from the Tiburon 
house — and arguing that their father 
specifically wanted them to have his 
collections, which ranged from anime 
figures to theater masks to his beloved 
watches.

TRUST ISSUES 

While it’s eommon for new spouses and 
ehildren to argue over a loved one’s estate, 
this is an espeeially ugly battle — mainly 
beeause the ehildren elaim to have been 
blindsided by Susan’s eourt filing. Sinee 
Robin had set up a trust for them prior to 
his death, naming them benefieiaries of 
his $29 million home in Napa, Calif, as 
well as the bulk of his reported $50 million 
estate, ineluding awards, memorabilia 


and jewelry, they assumed they eould take 
their father’s eolleetibles without being 
questioned. As the insider points out, 
Susan is eared for under the terms of their 
prenup — and they’ve made no attempt to 
wrest it away from her. 

“The ehildren want their dad’s wishes 
to be taken seriously,” says the insider 
of the beloved eomie, who had been 
married to Susan for three years. “A 
lot of this stuff is from their ehildhood 
or before he married Susan.

Besides ending the life of a Calabasas 
resident, the crash seriously injured 
adults and children.

I T should have been a time 
of positive change and new 
beginnings. Yet days after the 
news became official that he’s 
transitioning into a woman, 
Bruce Jenner found himself at 
the center of unspeakable tragedy 
when he got into a horrifying car 
crash that resulted in a 70-year-old 
woman’s death. “Bruce feels like 
he’s in a nightmare that won’t end,” 
says a source of the Kardashian 
clan patriarch, 65, who hasn’t 
been able to sleep since the crash, 
which took place on Malibu’s 
Pacific Coast Highway on Feb. 7. 
“He feels absolutely terrible that 
someone lost her life. The crash 
keeps replaying in his head, and 
he just keeps asking himself what 
he could have done differently. 

He doesn’t know how he lived, 
but someone else died.” 

While Sgt. Philip Brooks from 
the Malibu/Lost Hills Sheriff 
Station stated that Jenner “did 
not appear intoxicated or under 
the influence of anything at the 
time,” cops reportedly believe 
the Olympian, who has hired 
a criminal defense lawyer, 
may have been following too 
closely. Though unlikely, Bruce 
could possibly be charged with 
vehicular manslaughter. 

A TRAGIC PILEUP 

The multicar collision occurred 
at noon, when a Prius stopped 
in the middle of the highway for 
unknown reasons. After a Lexus 
rear-ended the Prius, Bruce then 
rear-ended the Lexus, sending 
it into oncoming traffic. The 
Lexus’ driver, a neighbor of the 
Kardashians in Calabasas, Calif, 
named Kim Howe, lost her life 
after getting into a head-on colli- 
sion with a Hummer. And, while 
Bruce was unharmed, five more 
people, including small children, 
were hospitalized with injuries.

tated. Explains the insider, “He 
feels terrible because he’s the 
. ’ one who rear-ended the person 
wtw viBS ultimately' killed.” 
Shortly after the accident, 
Bruce volunteered to take to a 
field sobriety test, as well as a 


blood test to check for alcohol and 
drugs in his system — reportedly 
informing police that he was 
taking hormones prescribed by 
his doctor ahead of his gender- 
reassignment surgery. While no 
search warrant had been issued 
to check if Bruce had been 
texting at the time of the accident, 
Bruce said in a statement, “I will 
continue to cooperate in every 
way possible.” Shown driving 
while holding what appeared to be 
a cigarette in photographs taken 
moments before the accident, 

Bruce will probably never get over 
the horror of what ensued. “It is a 
devastating tragedy,” he said in the 
statement, “and I cannot pretend 
to imagine what this family is 
going through at this time. I am 
praying for them.” 

THE AFTERMATH 

As traumatic as the accident was 
for all involved, the insider says 
that Bruce has been alarmingly 
upset. “His body chemistry is out 
of whack because of the female 
hormones he’s been using, which 
are known to make you emotional 
in general,” the insider explains. 
“Plus, he’s also been through so 
much psychologically during this 
transitioning journey His loved 
ones are very worried about him.” 

Indeed, prior to the accident, 
Bruce had been on something 
of an emotional roller coaster, 
with news of his transition finally 
becoming official. While many of 
his family members — including 
his mother — came out in support 
of his decision, his ex-wife, Kris, 
reportedly claimed she’d been 
blindsided by the news. As Star 
previously reported, numerous 
sources insist that Kris knew about 
Bruce’s desire to become a woman 
when she married him — and is 
now lying to protect her image . . . 
something Bruce is finding it 
difficult to cope with. 

The car crash sent him over the 
edge — and family members have 
taken notice. Bruce’s sons Brody 
and Brandon are “watching him 
around the clock,” the insider says. 
“He is in an extremely depressed 
state. It’s frightening.” ★
